SURVEY OF TURKEY 1 S CAHA KKALS PROVINCE 

/Comment: The following report is a summary of one of a series of 
surveys of Turkish provinces published in special weekly supplements of 
the Istanbul daily newspaper Vatan . ~[ 


I mud grants 

The province has been allotted 55? Immigrant families, for whom 532 houses 
have been completed, Of these, 130 compose a new village, Yenikoy, in Ezine Dis- 
trict. To date, construction has cost 781,000 lira. 

All the immigrants have been given land. They have also been provided with 
180,700 kilograms of seed and 550,970 lira in credits for operating expenses and 
the purchase of equipment. These Immigrants now have L32 wagons, b06 spans of 
oxen, 265 plows, lL6 pickaxes, 125 shovels, 82 rakes, 15 horses, and 3 tractors. 


Banking 

The only bank active in the province is the 2iraat (Agriculture) Rank. The 
Canakkale orar.ch is managed by Fikri Tansu; it has agencies in every district but 
Eceabad. 

In 1951, the Canakkale branch extended 376,000 lira in agricultural credits 
and 265,000 lira in commercial credits, as compared to 272,900 lira and 15^,000 
lira, respectively, in 1950. Banking facilities are not needed too greatly; 
there are no large businesses, and the tradesmen prefer to cut expenses to bor- 
rowing money. Also, the Jewish merchants obtain their credits from Jewish firms 
in Istanbul, and bank their money either in Istanbul or Izmir. Istanbul banks 
also have been drawing off savings because of higher interest rates; rates m 
Canakkale were raised recently to combat this situation. 
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Sight deposits in Canakkale were 500,000 lira in 1950, 800,000 lira at the 
end of 1951, and 907,000 lira on 11 March 1952; while during the same period, 
terra deposits rose from 723*000 to 992,500 lira. Merchant deposits rose from 
67*000 lira in 1950 to 362,000 lira in 1951. while official deposits in the same 
period rose from 429,000 to 852,000 lira. 


Education 


The existing schools and teaching cadre, though growing daily, are still in- 
sufficient; village school teachers are especially lacking. 

The following schools exist: C&nakkale has a lycee , a girls' secondary trade 
school, a girls’ evening trade school, and five primary schools; secondary schools 
are located in lapseki, Biga, Gelibolu, Cap., Yenice, Ezine, Ayvalik, and Bayramic; 
a . men's trade school and a girls' evening trade school are located in "elibolu; 27 
primary schools exist in district and subdistrict centers; and primary schools are 
located in 342 of the province's 559 villages. 

The province has a total of 33*1^3 children of school age, of whom 27,l60 
attend school. Of these, 5»9°5 attend city schools (3,050 boye, 2,655 girls) 
and 21,255, village schools (11,420 boys, 9,835 girls). 



Health 

The only serious health menace is tuberculosis. Thi c war, a 25-bed tuber- 
culosis pavi.liion was added to the existing 75-bed state hosyitat in Canakkale; 
while the* Termer People 'c House In iViga has been converted iuto a 50-bed hea.Li^ 
.center, 30 beds of which are reserved for tuberculosis patients. There arc* also 
five-bed dispensaries in Gel ibolu , Iceabat, Biga Lapseki, and Bayramic. 

It is hoped that next year, abandoned barracks in Kirazli .Subdistrict can be 
converted into a 250-bed hospital Also, a health center is to to established on 
Imroz Island 


Road6 

Canakkale, which forms the 22d branch area of the Highways Direcr crate , con- 
tains 2Q7 kilometers of roads, of which 257 kilometers are macadam

the road is being built by the Garanti Bank, studies have been completed for a 
Biga-Lapseki road; while S00 ,000 lira pas already been expended on th-. Kucuxkuyu- 
Ayvacik road. 


Canakkale Municipality 


The city was completely destroyed in World War 1, ar.d therv after having 
made a slow recovery, was virtually destroyed again by fire 3 year - ngo Today, 
it has a population of 11,633, comprising 4,000 families. 

The water system was constructed in .19 CO and serves only 700 homes. Expan- 
sion is now under way, with a 425/000 lira appropriation. The eloctr'c plant 
provides 24 -hour service. Thu installations, built in 1930, v^ro expanded in 
1947 at a cost of 50^,000 lira. 
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Kemal Senol, a member of the governor's staff, is now serving as acting 
mayor . 


Gellbolu 

Gellbolu is the largest district center in Canakkale, with a population in 
exce3B of 11,000. The mayor is Ahmet Ozoglu. 

The town's present electric supply is sufficient for 7 hours a day; how- 
ever, 400,000 lira has been spent for new equipment to provide 24-hour service. 

The town's water supply now comes from veils outside the town limits; soundings 
are under way for new wells to increase the present insufficient supply. 

Since the district has little suitable agricultural land, the main occupa- 
tion of the people is fishing. Some of the catch is exported to neighboring areas, 
while the majority 16 canned. There are five canning factories in Gellbolu, the 
largest owned by Alaettin Kemecli, which has a daily capacity of 12,000 cans. 

High coats prevent export abroad and restrict sales to Turkey. In slack seaoons, 
the plants can fruits and vegetables. 
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
